“Frequent arrests of sleeping car 
and train conductors by railway com- 
panies in which fraud against the 
company is exposed always brings a 
certain amount of adverse criticism, 
the generally expressed opinion be- 
ing that ‘it is not fair to the em- 
i ployees to expose them to the temp- 
tation of detectives, generally 
known as spotters, who are popular- 
ly supposed to board the trains and 
offer the conductor an amount smal- 
ler than the regular fare to be car- 
ried between certain points. 

“Recently telegraphic despatches 
appeared in Milwaukee and Chicago 
papers to the effect that ‘further ar- 
rests and disclosures were promised 
for today in an alleged $75,000 swin- 
dle ‘whereby the Chicago, North 
Shore and Milwaukee electric road 
was the victim.’ 

“One of the men arrested is the 
manager of a film’ agency, another 
a film salesman and the third a con- 
| ductor. The mode by which this 
swindle was conducted is an old one; 
|the conductér simply neglected to 
‘punch the-tickets collected by him 
jand turned them over to a syndicate 
lof his friends who in turn resold 
them to friends at reduced rates. 

“Only a short time ago a conduc- 
tor on a Canadian railway was dis- 
missed from the service for a swin- 
dle of the same kind. It took no 
spotters nor experienced detectives 
to catch this man. A clerk in one 
Jof the departments of the company 
applied to his principal for a reduced 
fate to a point one hundred miles 
distant. As the clerk had been in 
the employ of the company only four 
months he was not entitled, under 
the rules, to a reduced rate and was 
told this by the head of the depart- 
ment.. He (the clerk) remarked, ‘Oh, 
that’s all right; I can get it through 
my aunt.’ Naturally, the head of the 
department began to think. He won- 
dered ‘who was this aunt that she

reported the circumstances to his 
superior officer who in turn made a 
report to the ticket auditing depart- 
ment. ‘It was easily found out that 
the clerk boarded with his aunt as 
did also the train conductor on the 
run between those two points. The 
aunt was asked to come to the office 
of the auditor and at once confessed 
that she had been the broker be- 
tween the conductor and friends of 
hers whom she could trust. It took 
no spotters nor detectives for that 
job. 

“The fare between stations A and 
B is five dollars. A man who fre- 
quently traveled between those two 
stations one day said to the conduc- 
tor: ‘Why not make a split on this 
fare. I go over the road every week 
and you might as well have it as 
the company,’ a
